Paris, June 12. Letters from Madrid of the 
29th paft advife, that a new Ordinance had been 

ublifhed there againft Duels, under more fevere 

enalties than formerly; and that they had an Ac- 
count from Barcelona, that Admiral Jennings arri- 
ving there the 15th with his = to the Num- 
ber of 60 Sail, including Tranfport Ships, General 
Staremberg communicated the next Day to the Go- 
vernment the Order he had received from the 
Archduke to imbark immediately with all the Ger- 
man Troops, who began tomarch towards Barce- 
lona for that purpofe, which caufed a great Con- 
fternation among the People. We have an Account 
by a Courier fromthe Marfhal de Villars, who fet 
out the 6th Initant from the Camp near Spire, that 
the Motions which the Marfhal had cauled our Ar- 
my to make, and the leadicg of Part of them 
over the Rhine, as if he defigned to encamp on 
the other Side of that River, was but a Feinte to 
cover his Defign of marching towards Landau, by 
making the Enemy believe that he would attem 
to penetrate into Germany ; for having immedi- 
ately repailed the Rhine at Fort-Louis, he canfed 
the Army to march with fo great Expedition, that 


he arrived neat Spire before Prince Eugene, from 
whom he had ftolen a March, could oppofe it ; fo 
that our Army had Philipsbourg before them, and 
Landau behind, and the Mar de Bezons was 
expeéted the next Day with part of the Troops he 
mands on the Sarre, to form the Siege of Lan- 
au. Mean while our Soldiers had begun to Plun- 
der and Forrage all the neighbouring Country. 
The King having given the Prince of Conti Leave 
to make the Campaign on the Rhine, his Highnefs 
is getting ready te be gone forthwith, in Company 
with the Duke @f Bourbon. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated June 17. 
From the Imperial Army near Philipsbourg, June 10. 
Prince Eugene of Savoy having made a Tour to 
Heidelberg, and conferre@ there with the Duke of 
Marlborough, viewed the Troops encamped at O- 
berhaufen and Graben, and is returned to Muhl- 
berg. Yefterday two Imperial Regiments, of thofe 
who ferved in Italy, joyned us; the other four of 
them are expected by to Morrow, and in a few 
Days feveral Regiments from Hungary. The Ene- 
my'’s Army which is reckoned to 2 about 40000 
Men ftrong, lies between Speyerbag and Neuttad ; 
and ‘tis iaid they have intrenched themielves 
there, whereby Landau is blocked up. The Ene. 
my are very fierce in plundering and laying wafte 
the Country on cach ide of the Rhine. The Mar- 
fhal de Villarshas fent divers Exprefles to haften 
the march of the Troops he ftill expects to joyn 
him. He has fentout bis Sauveguardes as far as 
Oppenheym, but undertakes only to exempt Pco- 
ple from having their Houfes burnt, not from be- 
sng plundered.
